FOR A LITTLE MORE JUSTICE TO 
AID PREPARILDNESS. 
Chicago, Aug. 18.—Here are somé 
specific examples of preparedness and 
the injustices which are worked on those 
who serve the governmeiit—not inten- 
tional, but not the less unfair. For 
three years before thé United States en- 
tered the war I was in the naval! militia, 
preparing myself to be of use when the 


time came. . NO. pay and little thanks for 
this, of course. Then on March 20, 
1917, we were called out for active duty 
in guarding docks, etc., and asked to 
give up our ratés to enter the N. N. V. 
as ordinary seamen. I did so. By April 
16 I wae afloat and in active service, rose 
to be a chief petty officer in less than two 
years, and got out in 1919. Congress 
did not give us the benefit of retainer 
pay until July, 1917, and ft was stopped 
for, us exactly one year earlier than for 
those who came in later. An oversight 
of congress, of course, but it cost me 
several hundred dollars. 

Of late I reéntered the United States 
naval reserve, and applied for and was 
granted military leave from my civil 
servicé position to maké a training 
cruise. After receiving my pay for this 
period, I was docked by the government 
for the whole amount, and informed that 
it wag all a mistake, that a man in the 
National Guard is entitled to this, but 
not in the U. S&S. N. R, ¥., and I could 
not even the time as annual leave 
‘but it must Be jeave.without pay. An- 
other error the part ef our prolific 
lawmakers, which cost tie over $100. .I 
am that there will soon be a 
correction.

At the same time the railroads report- 
eda continued generous movement of 
cothmodities, the freight movement for 
the second week of August falling only 
slightly below a year ago, 
loadings were abnormally large. 

Coinciding with the trend of money 
rates, the weekly report of the federal 
reserve system showed a check in the 
recent @eeline of demand for credit.
